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Merrimack's  new  fire  station,  pictured  on  the  front  cover,  was 
given  to  the  Town  of  Merrimack  by  Bertha  Lowell  Gordon  in  mem- 
ory of  her  husband,  Arthur  G.  Gordon,  February  21,  1960. 

Mr.  Gordon  was  born  in  Merrimack  in  1874.  His  family  before 
him  had  long  been  active  in  town  affairs.  Mr.  Gordon  had  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  representative  to  the 
Legislature,  and  had  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  the  growth  and 
development  of  our  community.  He  was  instrumental  in  organizing 
Merrimack's  first  volunteer  fire  department  in  1924.  At  the  organi- 
zational meeting  of  the  department  Josiah  N.  Henderson  was  elected 
Chief,  and  Arthur  G.  Gordon  its  Deputy  Chief  which  office  he  held 
until  his  retirement  in  1949.  He  served  the  town  as  its  forest  fire 
warden  for  many  years. 

His  interest  in  the  growth  and  development  of  Merrimack  were 
not  confined  to  the  Fire  Department  alone.  He  devoted  much  of 
his  time  to  the  Last  Rest  Cemetery  Association,  Wheeler  Chapel,  to 
the  industrial  aspects  of  the  Town's  growth,  and  was,  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  Senior  Deacon  of  the  Merrimack  Congregational 
Church. 

The  Town's  new  fire  station  will  long  serve  as  a  memorial  to 
his  many  civic  efforts.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Town  Road  Aid  received  from  the  State  amounted  to  $7,695.55 
and  matched  by  $1,154.33  appropriated  by  the  Town,  making  a  total 
available  of  $8,849.88,  was  expended  during  1959  on  resurfacing 
Peaslee  Road,  graveling  Pearson  Road,  surfacing  Church  Street  and 
Chapel  Street,  also  the  construction  and  surfacing  of  a  new  road  into 
the  new  High  School  Auditorium. 

Merrimack's  new  fire  station  has  been  completed  in  Merrimack 
Village.  Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  on  February  21st,  marking 
the  acceptance  of  the  building  by  the  Town.  This  building  was  con- 
structed within  the  amount  of  the  gift  and  cost  $30,154.98. 

During  1959  the  Great  Dane  Knitting  Mill  moved  the  balance 
of  its  operation  to  its  Merrimack  plant  located  in  the  New  England 
Chemical  Supply  Corporation  building  in  Merrimack  Village. 

The  Pilgrim  Furniture  Company  began  operations  in  July  and 
are  welcomed  to  Merrimack  as  its  newest  industry.  Employment  in 
this  industry  is  expected  to  increase  substantially  in  the  near  future. 

Merrimack  experienced  a  substantial  increase  in  the  tax  rate  in 
1959  which  amounted  to  $7.60  per  thousand.  The  major  reason 
for  the  increase  was  the  beginning  of  principle  and  interest  payments 
on  the  new  High  School  Auditorium  and  the  cost  of  our  school 
operation.

Evacuation  of  Target  Areas  is  the  only  effective  course  of  ac- 
tion which  can  be  taken  by  the  civilian  population  at  this  time  in 
anticipation  of  enemy  attack.

PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint.  New 
Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres  were 
burned,  suppression  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and  damage  to 
woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted  from  a  com- 
bination of  favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service 
and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  careless 
smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent  minded  in- 
dividuals and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children  and 
keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  unnecessary 
fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  dam- 
age. The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically 
change  this  picture.   The  rules  are  simple — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire 
warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles — use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — Use  your  town  dump  and  save  your- 
self much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.

Custodian  of  Funds 
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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Merrimack  I  submit  with 
pleasure  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
I  am  happy  to  report  that  over  the  past  year  Merrimack  has 
been  able  to  continue  the  upgrading  of  its  instructional  program  as 
well  as  its  various  physical  plants.  Believe  me  there  is  great  satisfac- 
tion in  feeling  that  one  is  part  of  the  changing  scene,  especially  so, 
when  it  represents  constant  growth  in  the  right  direction.  Your 
School  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  their  sincere  interest  in  your 
schools  as  evidenced  by  the  many  hours  spent  in  working  jointly 
through  the  numerous  problems  that  beset  a  town  growing  by  leaps 
and  bounds  as  your  town  is. 

Regardless  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  past,  Merrimack  can- 
not rest  upon  its  laurels.  In  1958-59  our  actual  enrollment  was  674 
pupils  with  a  projected  enrollment  of  711  for  1959-60.  As  of  De- 
cember 22nd  our  actual  enrollment  for  1959-60  was  724  with  an  an- 
ticipated record  of  850  pupils  in  our  schools  next  year  (60-61). 
Carrying  this  projection  into  1961-62  shows  an  anticipated  943 
pupils.  In  1957-58  our  best  estimate  indicated  747  pupils  in  1961-62 
but  here  we  are  in  1959-60  only  23  pupils  short  of  that  earlier  esti- 
mate for  1961-62.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  Merrimack  is  once  again  in- 
volved in  the  need  for  more  classroom  space  as  well  as  more  teachers 
to  put  in  those  those  classrooms?  Based  upon  past  performance  we 
can  be  sure  that  Merrimack  will  meet  the  problem  "head  on"  and  do 
its  best  to  take  care  of  its  own. 

NEW  TEACHERS 

Miss  Katherine  M.  Cady,  B.Ed.,  K.T.C.  1959  to  replace  Miss 
Cecilia  Gregg  in  grade  4.  Miss  Gregg  resigned  to  accept  a  position 
where  she  could  be  at  home. 

Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Guyette,  B.Ed.,  K.T.C.  1959  to  replace  Mr. 
Harold  Moore  as  teacher  of  General  Science  and  Civics.  Mr.  Moore 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Milford  high  school. 

Mrs.  Arline  S.  Rotman,  B.A..  M.S.,  Brandeis  University  1958 
and  Yeshiva  Graduate  School  1959  as  an  additional  Social  Studies 
teacher  in  the  high  school. 

I  would  add  that  the  introduction  of  a  salary  schedule  in  the 
district  was  instrumental  in  holding  our  teachers  as  well  as  making  it 
possible  to  find  well  qualified  replacements. 

Because  of  large  classes  moving  up  we  again  find  it  necessary  to 
add  another  additional  teacher  to  the  high  school  staff;  one  to  the 
junior  high  school,  and  one  additional  elementary  teacher.  A  glance 
of  the  enrollment  table  included  in  this  report  will  show  you  why. 
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REPAIRS  AND  REPLACEMENTS 

The  efforts  of  your  school  board  to  keep  the  school  buildings  in 
good  repair  is  an  important  factor  in  keeping  costs  at  a  minimum. 
Wherever  possible  minor  repairs  are  taken  care  of  by  the  custodians 
as  part  of  their  regular  duties.  A  new  porch  floor  at  So.  Merrimack 
is  just  a  good  example.  A  new  outside  door  at  Reeds  Ferry  and  re- 
pairs to  the  heating  units  in  Reeds  Ferry  and  Thorntons  Ferry  have 
added  to  the  comfort  and  safety  of  both  buildings.  A  planned  pro- 
gram for  keeping  the  buildings  and  classrooms  painted  has  been  fol- 
lowed to  good  advantage.  Your  budget  for  1960-61  reflects  the  needs 
for  storage  space  in  the  classrooms;  this  is  good  economy  in  that  it 
saves  scholar  supplies  and  text  books. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Much  of  our  new  equipment  outside  of  needed  classroom  furni- 
ture has  been  channeled  into  the  Science  program.  We  were  able  to 
save  a  considerable  amount  of  money  in  the  purchase  of  this  equip- 
ment by  applying  for  aid  through  the  National  Defense  Act  of  1958. 

This  year's  request  includes  equipment  that  can  be  utilized  by 
the  Science,  Math  and  Foreign  Language  Departments.  Once  again 
we  should  realize  half  its  cost  from  the  N.D.A.  1958.  This  is  reflected 
in  the  estimated  receipts  for  1960-61.  As  this  Act  covered  three 
years  it  is  good  business  to  take  advantage  of  its  benefits. 


INSTRUCTION 

As  Mr.  Paul  L.  O'Neil's  report  follows  I  shall  only  say  here  that 
I  am  extremely  happy  with  the  results  of  his  efforts  as  Helping 
Teacher  in  charge  of  Instruction.  The  fine  cooperation  given  him 
by  Principals  and  teachers  is  most  gratifying. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH 

The  school  lunch  program  at  Merrimack  is  a  wonder  to  observe. 
The  new  kitchen  (reportedly  one  of  the  best  in  the  state)  and  ade- 
quate space  for  setting  up  the  tables  was  a  fine  step  forward.  How- 
ever, the  test  of  a  lunch  program  is  in  the  number  of  pupils  partici- 
pating in  it;  the  400  or  more  lunches  served  daily  is  silent  tribute  to 
the  work  of  Director  George  Greenleaf  and  his  helpers.  Miss  Ruth 
Cutter,  State  Director  of  School  Lunch  Programs  has  said  she  ex- 
pects the  Merrimack  program  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 
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LOOKING  AHEAD 

Your  School  Board  and  Building  Committee  has  been  working 
for  some  time  on  a  plan  that  will  best  meet  the  needs  for  future 
growth  in  Merrimack's  school  system.  This  plan  is  included  in  the 
warrant  you  will  note  upon  this  March.  I  can  say  as  your  Super- 
intendent that  the  proposed  plan  deserves  your  every  consideration. 
To  me  it  makes  good  sense  as  it  was  conceived  with  the  future  in 
mind,  not  as  a  stop-gap  measure  only  to  solve  our  most  immediate 
problem. 

I  would  like  to  close  with  a  quote,  "Leading  is  a  simple  thing 
my  friends!  It  is  the  luck  to  find  others  who  can  lead!  Then  back 
them!"  You  have  that  type  of  leadership  in  your  School  Board. 
Back  them. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board,  citizens, 
and  all  School  personnel  for  their  fine  cooperation;  it  has  made  my 
being  a  member  of  the  team  a  pleasure.

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Principal's   Report 

From  July  1,  1958  to  June  30,  1959 

In  writing  a  yearly  report  on  the  activities  of  your  high  school 
I  would  like  to  express  the  gratitude  of  both  the  faculty  and  the 
student  body  for  our  new  gymnasium.  Although  it  has  been  finished 
only  a  few  short  months  it  has  already  seen  many  hours  of  use.  The 
first  two  school  activities  to  be  accommodated  in  the  new  building 
were  the  Junior  Prom  sponsored  by  the  Class  of  1960  and  the  gradu- 
ation program  of  the  Class  of  1959.  I  feel  that  both  of  these  activi- 
ties will  be  long  remembered  by  those  who  attended. 

The  gym  is  undoubtedly  a  valuable  addition  to  our  school  plant, 
however,  there  are  other  areas  in  our  school  program  that  demand 
serious  consideration. 

The  problem  of  balancing  a  curriculum  so  that  it  will  be  chal- 
lenging and  worthwhile  for  those  who  wish  to  continue  their  school- 
ing and  yet  be  of  interest  and  value  to  those  who  are  compelled  by 
law  to  attend  school,  is  a  continuous  problem  of  adjustment  which 
will  be  inevitable  as  long  as  we  have  a  school  for  all  the  children.  At 
present  we  are  unable  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the  male  students  who 
do  not  intend  to  pursue  courses  of  study  beyond  the  secondary  school 
level.  The  addition  of  a  shop  or  industrial  arts  program  would  bal- 
ance the  home  economics  program  which  is  provided  for  the  girls 
and  therefore  provide  the  necessary  offerings  for  this  group  of  boys. 

There  is  also  a  great  need  for  a  definite  and  continuous  guid- 
ance program  in  our  school.  Because  of  our  complex,  modern  so- 
ciety and  increasing  enrollments  in  the  schools  the  teachers  are  un- 
able to  assist  all  of  the  students  in  the  solving  of  problems  related  to 
their  high  school  curriculum  and  to  their  educational  and  vocational 
futures. 

It  is  for  improvements  in  these  areas  that  I  ask  your  considera- 
tion. 

The  following  sections  concern  the  activities  of  the  pupils  of  Mer- 
rimack High  School  during  the  past  school  year. 

I.     ATHLETIC  HIGHLIGHTS

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HELPING  TEACHER  REPORT 

Mr.  Louis  L.  Ramsay 
Superintendent  of  Schools 
Merrimack,  New  Hampshire 

Dear  Mr.  Ramsay: 

The  following  paragraphs  will  constitute  my  report  as  Helping 
Teacher  in  the  town  of  Merrimack,  New  Hampshire. 

A  teacher's  task  is  exceedingly  complex.  To  assist  in  making 
one  phase  of  his  responsibility — that  of  improvement  of  the  instruc- 
tional program — somewhat  of  a  less  cumbersome  experience,  you 
have  engaged  the  services  of  a  Helping  Teacher.  His  concern  there- 
fore, is  to  see  that  teachers  keep  in  sharp  focus  our  immediate  as  well 
as  our  ultimate  educational  objectives.  A  helping  teacher  must  see 
to  it  that  teachers  are  kept  abreast  of  educational  developments  and 
be  able  to  interpret  these  in  the  light  of  the  individual  teacher  as  they 
affect  his  performance  in  the  classroom.  How  does  a  helping  teacher 
go  about  this  task  specifically?  There  are  many  techniques  and  de- 
vices used.  These  are  listed  for  the  reader  but  do  not  appear  in  any 
order  of  importance,  nor  is  this  list  all-inclusive : 

A.  CLASSROOM  OBSERVATION  AND  SUPERVISION 

Teachers,  for  the  most  part,  expect  and  should  receive  helpful 
suggestions  aimed  at  personal  improvement.  As  I  visit  from 
school  to  school,  classroom  to  classroom,  I  find  teachers  utiliz- 
ing very  effective  methods  of  instruction.  On  the  other  hand,  I 
have  had  teachers  ask  me,  "How  can  I  teach  this  particular 
phase  of  fifth  or  sixth  grade  arithmetic  more  effectively?"  or, 
"What  can  I  do  for  Billy,  he's  not  getting  this  new  concept?" 
This  is  a  healthy  sign,  when  teachers  seek  assistance.  No  matter 
how  good  we  may  think  we  are,  there  is  profit  in  seeking  guid- 
ance from  others. 

B.  PERSONAL  CONFERENCES 

Following  a  classroom  visitation  I  usually  try  to  schedule  a  con- 
ference session — quite  informal  often  times  —  in  some  instances 
the  conference  is  formalized  with  the  presence  of  the  principal 
and /or  superintendent,  as  well  as  the  helping  teacher.  A  teach- 
er's strengths  are  discussed  as  well  as  his  apparent  weaknesses 
during  such  a  meeting.  There  is  a  healthy  "give  and  take"  of 
opinions  and  ideas.  Much  good  can  be  derived  from  this  con- 
ference technique. 
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C.  GRADE  LEVEL  MEETINGS  OF  ALL  TEACHERS 
UNION-WIDE 

Each  year,  at  least  one  well-structured  grade  level  meeting  is 
held  in  Hudson.  Often  times  two  or  more  such  gatherings 
seems  profitable.  This  device  gives  the  teachers  of  grade  four, 
for  instance,  a  chance  to  talk  about  instructional  matters  and 
problems  which  pertain  to  their  specific  grade  level.  As  we  meet 
at  these  sessions  teachers  often  construct  simple  teaching  aids 
for  use  in  their  teaching.  Occasionally  one  or  two  teachers  will 
present  to  the  group  a  successful  classroom  technique  which 
they  have  used  most  effectively.  An  exhibit  of  current  materials 
new  to  the  market  is  planned,  teachers  are  given  an  opportunity 
to  browse  through  this  material  deciding  upon  its  relative  value 
to  them. 

D.  WORKSHOPS  OR  WORKSESSIONS 

Publishing  companies  often  make  available  to  our  teachers  the 
free  services  of  specialists  or  consultants.  These  key  people  help 
us  to  better  utilize  their  product,  whether  it  be  a  textbook,  audio 
visual  equipment,  or  some  other  device  to  improve  teaching 
skills.  This  year,  we  met  in  Merrimack  to  learn  of  ways  to  im- 
prove the  teaching  of  music.  Teachers  enjoyed  this  session  and 
were  amazed  to  find  that  much  of  the  equipment  was  of  a 
rather  simple  and  inexpensive  nature. 

I  have  found  that  your  teaching  staff  here  in  Merrimack  is  most 
cooperative.    It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

I  have  found  that  many  of  Merrimack's  classrooms  are  faced 
with  the  problem  of  surging  enrollments.  You  should,  therefore,  give 
unstintingly  your  support  to  the  School  Board  in  its  plan  for  increas- 
ed facilities.  No  teacher,  regardless  of  his  professional  background 
and  ability,  can  adequately  teach  more  than  30  youngsters  in  grade 
one  —  that  is,  and  do  the  kind  of  job  we  know  you  want  them  to  do. 
Statistics  released  from  Washington  headquarters  of  the  National 
Educational  Association  clearly  point  out  the  advantage  of  a  class- 
room with  no  more  than  25  children. 

We  have  elementary  classrooms,  staffed  with  key  personnel, 
here  in  Merrimack,  with  enrollments  of  38,  39,  40,  41,  and  42!  Rest 
assured,  these  teachers  are  doing  every  bit  of  what  is  expected  of 
them.  I  marvel  at  their  performance.  I  marvel  also  at  the  perform- 
ance of  the  children.  Our  achievement  tests,  administered  each  year 
in  April,  place  Merrimack  comfortably  above  national  performance 
levels. 
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Living  in  a  rapidly  growing  section  of  the  state  as  we  do  here  in 
Merrimack  we  must  roll  up  sleeves  and  prepare  for  bigger  problems 
on  the  educational  front.  Your  school  board  and  administrators 
have  been  doing  this  very  thing  right  along — one  need  only  con- 
sider the  expanded  facilities  already  existent  to  bear  this  fact  out. 

Needless  to  say,  my  work  in  the  Merrimack  schools  is  a  most 
rewarding  experience.
